Ynur reouest was received by the VA FOIA Service on July 26, 2018 and assigned FOIA 
ticking number 18-10575-F On August 1, 2018, the VA FOIA Service referred your request to 
!he OffL of the Secretary VA (OSVA). The OSVA received your request on August 1, 2018. 

We obtained Thomas Jacob Leinenkugel’s mailbox from the VA Office of Information & 
Technology and on June 7, 2019, we searched that mailbox for 

July 30,2018. 

Our search for records located 261 pages of responsive records. Of those pages, 1 d ®te rr ™® d 
that 163 paqes are releasable in their entirety, 97 pages are partially releasable, and 1 page is 
withheld in fheir entirety pursuant to Title 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), FOIA Exemption 6. 

FOIA Exemption 6 exempts from disclosure of personnel or medical files and similar fl Jesthe 
i f »»/hirh wnnid cause a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. This requires 
^b^andng^ofthe^puWic's^htto^sclosure against the individual’s right to privacy. The privacy 
fntPrlsts of the individuals in the records you have requested outweigh any minimal public 
interest in disclosure of the information. Any private interest you may have in that information 
does not factor into the aforementioned balancing test. Specifically, the information be "J9

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in knowing the names, identities, email addresses, VA usernames, phone numbers, cellular 
numbers, and facsimile numbers of federal civilian employees and private citizens The 
coverage of FOIA Exemption 6 is absolute unless the FOIA requester can demonstrate a 
countervailing public interest in the requested information by demonstrating that the individual s 
in a position to provide the requested information to members of the general public and that the 
information requested contributes significantly to the public’s understanding of the activities of 
the Federal government. Additionally, the requester must demonstrate how the public s need to 
understand the information significantly outweighs the privacy interest of the person to whom 
the information pertains. Upon consideration of the records, I have not been able to identify a 
countervailing public interest of sufficient magnitude to outweigh the privacy interest of the 
individuals whose names are redacted. The protected information has been redacted and (b)(6) 
inserted “Withholding a telephone number or e-mail address, alone, is not sufficient to Protect 
that [privacy] interest; alternate means of contacting and harassing these employees would be 
readily discoverable on the Internet if this court ordered their names disclosed. LoncLY, 
Immigration & Customs Enf’t , 2017 U.S. Dist. LEXIS 160719 (D.C. Cir. 2017).
